Maverick Utah Trade Tokens 

There are few things that top the excitement of finding a trade token. Sometimes how¬ 
ever, the initial excitement is tempered when you realize that your token find is a 
“maverick”. A maverick token is one that does not display a clear origin as to its town, 
state, or merchant. Maverick tokens can he as simple as a single letter on one side with 
good for something on the other. They can also be full of information such as the pro¬ 
prietor’s name, street number, and type of business but offer no clues as to where the 
business was located. In general, tokens containing all of the above information are 
more sought after by collectors and carry a higher value. Does this mean that your 
maverick is worth less and destined for the “whatzit” drawer? Not necessarily. A lot of 
tokens from very small towns were made with little thought as to listing the city and 
state because everyone in town knew the business or the owner and it seemed redun¬ 
dant to add that information, not to mention the additional cost to the merchant in 
adding extra letters to the token. Many maverick tokens are valuable and the even bet¬ 
ter news is that a lot of research has already been done for you! Bob Campbell and 
Harry Campbell before him produced authoritative guides to Utah Tokens. These 
books are out of print and costly when you can find them but, a CD version of Bob’s 
book is available at a very reasonable price. My copy has paid for itself tenfold. If you 
don’t have the guide, it is helpful to know someone who does. (A word of caution, if 
that someone is a potential buyer, you are disadvantaged by them knowing the value of 
your token before you do). If it is not listed in the Utah Guide, don’t give up. Tokens 
travelled a lot. It is not uncommon to find another state’s token here in Utah and many 
are valuable. There are online databases devoted to token identification that can be 
very helpful but most do not discuss rarity or value. For most of us, getting token books 
from every state is not realistic. This is where having access to a reputable token dealer 
(which we all do) is important. Finally, what if despite all of your searching, your mav¬ 
erick is not attributed. Historical archives, newspapers, POLK directories and such of¬ 
ten contain references to business and owners along with dates the establishment op¬ 
erated. To attribute a token in this manner is not an easy task; it requires a lot of time, 
research, and perseverance. Knowing the characteristics, manufacturer styles, metal 
compositions along with corresponding dates for the styles of tokens is also important. 
Consider whether more than one has been found and if so, were they found in the same 
area. This can help determine which town, county, or state to direct your search ef¬ 
forts. Remember, almost every token out there had a “first one found/known”. Your 
maverick could be the next “big one” in Utah Token history, especially if it is from a 
town previously not known to have a token attributed there!
